REMARKS 

Claims 13-24 remain pending in tlie application. Claims 11 and 12 have been 
cancelled, without prejudice. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and 
withdraw the rejection(s) in view of the amendments and remarks contained herein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant respectfully acknowledges the Examiner's allowance of claims 13-24. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 11 and 12 stand, rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by JP 9243006. This rejection is respectfully traversed, in view of the amendments to 
the claims. 

Applicant has cancelled, without prejudice, claims 11 and 12 thereby rendering 
moot the Examiner's rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b).
